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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt Acknowledgement 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment After Final filed on 13 th of March 2006. Claims 24- 
29, 40, 41, and 43-47 have been amended; claims 23, 39, and 49-67 have been canceled; and no claim has 
been newly added since the Final Office Action was mailed on 9 th of December 2005. The amendment 
places the Application in condition for allowance by way of changing the dependency of the claims 40-48 
from the canceled claim 39 to the allowed independent claim 12, and changing the dependency of the 
claims 24-29 from the canceled claim 23 to the allowed independent claim 30, and thus this amendment is 
entered.

confiscated sub-buses are transferred to it. 

The claims 40-48 are dependent claims of the claim 12, and the claims 24-29 are dependent claims of the 
claim 30.
